| FARM AND RANCH BELLS, 


Phe Various Processes That Enter 
Into Thetr Making. 

Cow belis that chime on the western 
plains, sheep belis that tinkle on the 
big American sheep ranches, bells for 
grazing horses and mules and, accord- 
ing to Popular Mechanics, all kinds of 
bells for the farm and ranch are made 
in one factory, which stands on a hill- 
eide street in a little town in Connectl- 
cut. 

The metal for the bells ta received at 
the factory In large, fat sheets of thin 
fron direet from the rolling mill and is 
passed under a steam driven cutter, 
which turns ont the properly shaped 
pieces like patterns for a double bladed 
ax. Then a ring for a clapper is fas- 
tened into the center of each piece, 
and it is spanned with a little tron 
strap for a handle. Finally the piece 
is bent down into the familiar bell 
shape and its sides riveted together on 
the anvil 

The bell is now in shape, but It still 
lacks tone and color. These are gained 
by a coating of brass and a bath ina 
fiery furnace. In nests of four or five 
the bells, ranging in size from the lit- 
tle three inch sheep bella to the seven 
Inch cow bells, are placed, with a mix- 
ture of charcoal and brass filings be- 
tween them, in plumbago crucibles, the 
lids of which are held in place by a 
plastering of wet clay. These are then 
immersed in the fire. Within the cru- 
cibles the brass spreads itself in a thin 
coating over the Imprisoned bells, and 
the bell obtains its clear note. All that 
needs be done afterward ts to burnish 
the bella, which ts done by throwing 
them with a few leather scraps Into a 
big revolving cylinder, tn which they 
polish themselves.

Musk. 

Musk in the raw looks a good deal 
like axle grease and smells worse. The 
popular notion that the musk of com- 
merce is obtained from the muskrat is 
un mistake. There ts obtained a some- 
what similar perfume from the musk- 
rat, but most of the supply comes from 
the musk deer, a creature that is care- 
fully reared in India for the sake of 
the secretion. The secretion ts shipped 
in the crude state and is used not only 
jn the manufacture of the liquid per- 
fume sold as musk, but also in very 
small quantities to give strength and 
staying power to many perfumes made 
from the essential oils of flowers. 

Curiously enough, the blossoms of 
two native plants have a noticeably 
musky odor. One 1s the small yellow 
blossom of a creeping vine known as 
the musk plant.

mate removed to a new cage and the 
old thoroughly cleaned and put 
aside till the following spring. Never, 
however, could any bird afterward en- 
dure being placed in that ce: They 
fought and struggled to get out, and if 
all in vain their efforts they moped, 
huddling close together, thoroughly un- 
happy, refusing to be comforted by any 
amount of sunshine, companionship or 
dainty food. The experiment was tried 
with foreign birds that had not been in 
the house when the death occurred and 
could not therefore have known of 
event by observation. But the result 
was always the same. For the future

The tirst real English pantomime was 
produced at a theater in Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields iu 1720. It was called “Harle 


quin Executed,” and its subtitle 
“A New Italian Comie Scene Between 
a Scaramouche, a Harlequin, ea Coun 
try Parmer, His Wife and Others 
The performance was very successful 
About the middle of the eighteenth cen 
tury the character of pantomime per 
formances was completely altered, 
chietly because of the genius of the fa 
mous Grimaldi, who made the clown 
the first figure of the pantomime. Gri 
maldi first appeared at Sadler's Wells 
theater, where he played the part of a 
monkey. He was actively engaged on 
the stage for forty-nine years, and at 
the close of his stage career he took a 
benefit at Drury Lane theater, which 
realized nearly 4600, He also received 
£100 from the Drury Lane fund. This 
was in June, 1828. He died in 1837 and 
was buried in the churchyard in St 
James’ chapel, Pentonville bill.—Lon- 
dow Standard.

What he should do when he has 
seized the buoy is to place both hands, 
palms downward, on the buoy on the 
part nearest the body, pressing it 
downward and slightly away, when the 
further part of the buoy will rise out of 
the water and actually fall over the 
dead The arms can then be put 
through easily, “and there you are,”

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Firemen’s Monument 


The dedication of the monument 
erected in Woodbrook cemetery by the 
Woburn Firemen’s Relief Association 
on the lot furnished by the Cemetery 
Commissioners took place on Saturday 
afternoon, May 30, 1908, and proved 
to be an eminently successful public 
occasion. The monument, designed 
and executed by Mr. Joho J. Hern of 
this city, is a handsome one, and a 
evedit to all those who were engaged in 
erecting it. 

The entire Fire Department turned 
out and started from the steamer house 
on Winn street about 2 o'clock for the 
cemetery. ‘The parade was a fine one. 
A detail of policemen was followed by 
the Woburn Brass Band, the Firemen, 
past Chief Engineers, Mayor Feeney, 
orator and others, in carriages. A 
dense crowd of people filled the side 
walks and followed on after the proces- 
sion. 

At the cemetery the programme 
printed by the Journat on Friday was 
carried out, each part of the dedication 
exercises being perfectly performed. 
Hundreds of people witnessed the cere- 
monies. Mayor Feeney gracefully uo- 
veiled the handsome stone in a few ap- 
propriate words, and the address by 
Mr. John L Parker, Editor of the 
Lynn Item, and former Chief of the 
Woburn Fire Department, was an ex- 
cellent one. We here give it entire. 


The winter is past and spring ie here. 
“Tho flowers appear on the earth; the time 
of the singing of the birde is come.” On 
the very threshold of the summer our 
countrymen have paused for one brief day 
in order that the great loyal American heart 
may pay an honest tribute te those who are 
dead to us, but who have entered into the 
life eternal. The air is laden with the 
fragrance of the offerings that have been 
placed over the graves of those who, having 
served their country, and risked their lives 
in her defence, have answered the last roll 
yall, and taken their places in the grand 
army of the immortals. What more fitting 
occasion could be selected for the service in 
which we are engaged, than Memorial Day? 
and what better place could be chosen for 
the monument you have erected here than 
this garden of the dead; this home of 
precious memories, and sacred association? 
We dedicate this stone to Bravery, Courage 
and Fortitade, and may it stand forever as 
a memorial, that here were found men who 
had all these noble attributes. To the 
youth of your city may it ever be an incen- 
tive in coming generations to unseltish 
Jevotion te duty and to the general good. 

It is common to associate these virtues 
with the names of men who have the martial 
spirit, and who have won the title in con 
flicts of arms, but 'tpeace hath her victories 
no less renowned than war,” and the fire- 
man who displays these qualities is entitled 
to honor as great as that which we bestow 
upon the soldier. 

Amoug my earliest remembrances is the 
death of a Woburn fireman who lost hie life 
in the line of duty, and I never pase the 
wtave of Josiah M. Richardeon, in another 
section of thie cemetery without a mental 
tribute to the memory of that brave man. 

Wher our fathers came to these sheres to 
plant a colony, they covenanted and com- 
bined together into a body politic for the 
common weal, and they laid the foundation 
of the State which we still call the Com- 
monwealth, which was founded on the idea 
that each individual should work for the 
general good. This principle has come 
down to us from Plymouth Rock, and the 
descendants of the Pilgrims aad those who 
have leter cast their lot with us, have 
become imbued with it by inheritance and 
by assimilation, and thus the republic grows, 
and expands, and becomes powerful. Out 
of thie germ has come the principle of 
defence, which finds its expressionia armies 
and navies, and ia the soldier, who with his 
good sword seeks quiet peace under liberty 
From it aleo has grown the purpose of pro- 
tection, which finds its fullest expression 
and brightest example in the firemen. We 
no longer fear the savage foe who ence 
lurked in the primeval forest that covered 
these beautiful slopes. We no longer start 
at war's alarms. But our homes need pro- 
tection from a fiend more relentless than the 
Indian, more terrible than war, ae iasidious 
aa treason and as cruel as fete. To whom 
do weturo as ourdefenders? On whom do 
we rely to save us from the destruction that 
wasteth at noonday? What better defen 
dere can we have than the sturdy, active, 
rigilant, and courageous firemen? 

[tis within the memory of some of you 
that every citizen was obliged to provide 
himeelf with a pair of fire buckets, aod 
when a fire occurred it was his duty to 
hasten to the scene of destruction, and with 
hia neighbors form a line from the water 
supply to the fire, and pass the bucket as 
rapidly as possible to the men at the head 
of the line. Not every man in the lime was 
found possessed of courage and fortitude, 
and so the firewards exercised authority and 
kept the laggards up to their work. This 
crude way of fighting fire was the best the 
fathers knew, and they made the most of 
it. Then came the fire engine, but still the 
line of buckets held its own, for although 
the fire engine was invented in 1654, and 
stunds today a monument of the inventive} 
yvnius of Joseph Jenks of Lyon, it was a) 
long time before it was developed to the| 
point where it could draw water, as well as | 
throw it. The fire engine called for organi 
zation, for the working together by stout 
hearts and hands, and the good citizen hung 
up hie buckets in the front entry, where 
they became an ornament and he then joined 
the fire company. Here was the young 
man's opportuoity, and the staid and sober 
man of middle age turned over the business 
to hiv son, and the younger generation 
assumed the burden of protection. Half a 
century ago the fire company stood in the 
community where the modern club does 
today, and the boy well advanced in his 
teens who did not belong to one, attend the 
meetings, turn out to fires and occasional 
parades, was thought to be lackingin manly 
qualities, 


About that time, the idea of applying 
steam to fire engines began to force its way 
to the front, but it was vw long time before 
the hand tub men could accept it. There 
was pride in their companies, ia their 
strength, in their ekill, and was something 
of the prejudice that the hand working man 
always has at firstagainst machinery. This 
prejudice found expression in fireman's 
song that was the vogue 40 years ago, and 
had somewhat of a local flavor: 


“I asked Old Jake if we could take 
The water from a steamer, 
‘Of course,’ sald be, ‘and we would make 
The old cook stove « screamer,” 
‘Indeed,’ said I, ‘if that is so 
The town will never sack us!’ 
He only laughed, and took a draft 
Of coffee with his crackers.”

With what epirit Jacob of 
blessed memory, would have 
the service ia which we are 
was largely due to him that the Woburn 
Fire Departmest came into existence 52 
yearsago, Was there ever a man who was 
more devoted to the duties that he assumed 
than this grand old fireman, whom we who 
served with him and under him still remem- 
ber with affection. He was honest, faithful, 
courageous, untiring — may his memory 
survived as long as Woburo has a fire 
department 


There was another man of mark, possess 
ed of meral courage as well as physical, 
who came to his position in « time when 
discord had crept into the service, and he 
was oblidged to atruggte against prejudiee, 
and opposition. But he bore it bravely, 
and with a manly spirit gave to his tewo 
the protection it much needed, and he won 
the praise which today no man, even though 
he was a fireman im those troubled times, 
will withhold from Johu W. Day. 

Let us mot forget on thie day of memo- 
rials, another mame whichis cherished in 
the annals of the Departmeat and recalled 
with pleasant recollection by the veterans 
who served under Levi W. Cooper. 

And there is one more, a face that I 
have missed today, aman ucder whom I 
served as atorch boy in wy apprentice days, 
whom I followed for yeara when he was 
foreman and then as Chief Engineer; a map 
who put his whole life aad soul and energy 


into his quty ae a fireman, whore ability, 
courage, honesty and singleness of purpore 
was recognized by allour citizens. I hardly 
peed to name him; you all know that this is 
but an inperfect description of Lore W. 
Perham. 

These men are our departed heroes, the 
men who led the Department, who laid ite 
foundation and who watched ite grewth 
through successive stages of development 
to ive present high place among the protect- 
ive departments of the Commonwealth. 

You long ago discardéd the fire buckets 
The old hand engines have been sold, and 
only ae playthings are they asefal teday. 
The torch boy ie a thing of the past, and the 
fire ward nothing but amemory. The rol- 
unteer has stepped aside fer the regular, 


| in 


anda paid department bas displaced the 
ancient regime when men were eatiefied 
with an abatement of their poll tax, and the 
fan of running with the machine. But the 
spirit of fireman is the aame, whether it is 
displayed beneath the conventional red 
shirt and showy helmet of the volunteer, or 
the blue uniform of the paid fire fighter 
When the alarm is sounded all thoughts 
center upon the duty, and epringing to their 
places the mad race to the fire begins. 
Reckless of danger, quick of hand and foot, 
the men dart to their work with the daeh of 
a cavalry charge, and their fight with the 
flames always reminds me of « light battery 
In action. Is there a perilous height Mf 
which a stream must be carried? Up go! 
the ladders, and upward clamber the mea 
like sailors sent aloft to man the yarde 
Does the heavy pall of smoke suggest death 
to the spectator, no fireman hesitates, but 
through the murky, suffocating cloud he 
pushes his way, because he hearse that there 
ie a victim: within, who but for hie help 
would perish. He will even risk hie life to 
#ave property, so unselfish is he, and so em- 
bued with the idea that without hie ald the 
community willeuffer.

NIGHT BLINDNESS. 


A Condition In Which the Vision 
Falls as Daylight Fades. 
Night blindness is a condition fn 
which vision is perfect, or fairly so, in 
daylight, but fails with the setting of 
the sun wnd ts not restored under ordi- 
nary conditions of artificial illumina- 
tion. The sufferer from night blind- 
ness can usually see the light of a can- 
dle or lamp when he looks directly at 
it, but he cannot read even when the 
light is thrown directly upon the page. 
Usually, however, he sees well in a 
room lighted brilliantly with electric 
ity, the degree of illumination then ap- 

proaching that of sunlight. 

The cause of night blindness ts be- | 
Heved to be an exhausting of the power 
of vision by too great light, for it oc- 
curs mainly among soldiers and sailors 
the tropics, who are exposed for 
many hours to the glare of tie sun, and 
among arctic explorers, whose eyes are 
dazzled by reflection from the snow. 
On shipboard it is often associated 
with scurvy, and persons who are de- 
pressed physically or mentally or in 
any other way “run down” are more 
likely to suffer than the strong. 

Sailors have a superstition that the 
trouble is due to imprudence tn sleep 
ing on deck in the moonlight, and this

Ifthe attendance truly guaged 
public interest in the subject the peopl 
care but precious little where the build- 
ing fs located, if ever built. 

President Johnson occupied 
Chair. 

L. M. Harris started the speaking. 
He favored the John Johnson property 
ou Main street, and wanted it distinct- 
ly understood that he waa not seeking 
nx Commission on the sale of it. He 
was followed by William F. Davis. 
who threshed over again the old straw 
that be threshed when Mayor — nv 
new schoolhouse was needed. His 
speech made no impression on any- 
body. Theo came Elmore A. Pieree 
who favored the lots opposite the Wade 
property on Salem street. Edward 
Cassidy spoke against building a 
achoolhouse, as he always bas. Repre- 
sentative Henry S. Aldrich would 
choose the Dow Farm. Lawyer S. W 
Mendum had no particular site io mind 
but clearly set forth the need of the 
proposed house. It was a neat speech 
Mr. C. M. Strout advocated the Dow 
Farm. 

Winthrop Hammond spoke earnestly 
in bebalf of the Kelley lot. He made 
several strong points in his argument, 
aod answered the questions of Ald 
Lawrence Martin io a satisfactory 
manner. Griffin Place urged the selec- 
tion of the Herbert Richardson lot ov 
Salem street, but gave no figures 
Maj. H. C. Hall opposed the purchase 
of the Dow Farm and the Dow lot on 
Main street. William W. Hill made 
some sound and pertinent remarks 
favoring the Kelley lot, and the speak- 
ing was closed by Ald. Martin.

Its contents consist 
of four addresses delivered at the spring 
meeting of the Woburo Conference in 


the Congregational church at Malden 


in April 1903, by four prominent clergy- | 
men belonging to the Conference, each | 


presenting a particular view of the 
general subject. They were: A Alfred 
Dumm, Ph. D., pastor of the Stone- 
ham Congregational church, on ‘*The 
Historical Significance of Puritanism ;" 


Charles S. Mactarland, Ph. D., of the| 


Maplewood church, Malden, gn **The 
Doctrines of Puritanism Need to be 
Reaffirmed ;’ Thomas Sims, D. D., 
Melrose, on **The Message of Puritan- 
ism as to forms of Worship and Re- 
ligious Observances ;” and Stephen D. 
Norton, D. D , pastor of First church, 
Woburn, on **The Message of Puritan- 
ism as to the Conduct of Life.” From 
these sub-heads may be gathered a 
general idea of the manner in which the 
subject of Puritanism was handled by 
the gentlemen named. That it 
treated with marked ability need not 
be said by us. Puritanism made New 
Evgland what it was before the days of 
indiscriminate immigration fJand the 
baleful influence of old world habits 
and principles had gained a foothold on 
these shores; the spirit of it is still 
felt in molding society and in legisla- 
tion; and it is well for our clergymen, 
orators and writers to recur to the sub- 
ject often and keep the embers of that 
spirit alive. In the first few lines of 
bis admirable address Rev. Dr. Norton 
gave the start of Puritanism 
what it stood and stands for. 
his words from the book: 

‘*Puritanism stands for,moral ideals 
It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that the Puritan movement ino history 
was, first of all, a moral movement; it 
had to do with character and conduct 
It was, indeed, a theological movement 
—it laid stress upon certain interpreta 
tions of Scripture, and a certain con- 
ception of God. It was an ecclesiasti 
cal movemeut—a revolt from ritualism 
and the bondage of Bishops. It be- 
came, also, a political movement—a 
force subordinating crowns und sceptres 
to the uncrowned authority of muan- 
hood. But underneath all this, the 
incentive and power of all this, Puri- 
tanism was the rising seuse of the 
dignity and value of life lived io the 
presence ot the Divine, conscious of 
moral responsibility and obligation.” 

We reaffirm our statement that the 
book is entitled on its merits to a wide 
and careful reading. It is not a dry 
one, by any means, but will be found 
interesting and entertaining by all 
thinking people who would know what 
Puritanism means,

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The Origin of Memorial Day. 


In a copy of the Albany (Ga.) Herald 
of June 1, 1903, kindly forwarded to us 
by Mrs. xiary Ella Potney of Putney, 
Georgia, we find the following interest- 
ing and valuable sketch, written by Mrs. 
Jobn A. Logan, wife of the great Soldier 
and Statesman, 35 years after the observ- 
ance of the first Memorial Day. We 
reproduce only that part of it which 
treats of its origin, the whole being too 
long for these columns. Mrs, Logan 
says: 

"Tt is especially pleasant to know that 
the idea of Memorial Day was unwit 
tingly suggested by the devotion of the 
people of the South to their heroes, In 
the early spring of 1868 IT was one of a 
party, the other members of which were 
Col. Charles L. Wilson, of Chicago; Miss 
Anna Wilson, afterward Mrs. Horatio 
May, and Miss Lena Farrar, of Boston, 
afterwards the wife of Col. Wilson, to 
make a pilgrimage to the battlefields of 
Virginia. Gen. Logan had long been 
anxious to make a personal inspection 
of this section of the country, over whieh 
the great conflict raged, in order to 
enlarge his knowledge of the entire 
course of the war, his own part in the 
actions having been in the west, with 
the army of the Tennessee. Unfortu- 
nately, however, circumstances prevented 
his accompanying me, and he did not 
see with his own eyes what really 
prompted the first Decoration Day. ft 
is my pleasure to revert to it and to

pay a just tribute to the gentle people 
whose acts gave ne the inspiration that 
resulted in the Decoration Day of to 
day. * * * We were in Petersburg, 
Va., and had taken advantage of the 
fact to inspect the oldest church there, 
the bricks of which were brought from 
England, ‘There was an old English air 
all about the venerable structure, and 
we passed to the building through the 
churchyard, covered with graves, after 
the manner of English churehyarda. 
The weather was balmy and apring-like, 
and as we passed through the rows of 
graves I noticed that many of them had 
been strewn with beautiful blossoms 
and decorated with small flags of the 
dead Confederacy. The sentimental idea 
0 enwrapped me that I inspected them 
more closely and discovered that they 
were every one the graves of soldiers 
who bad died for the Southern cause, 
The idea seemed to me to be « beautiful 
tribute to the soldier martys, and grew 
upon me while was returning to 
Washington. Gen. Logan was at that 
time Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, with his head- 
quarters in Washington, and as soon as 
he met me at the station I told him of 
the graves of the soldiers in the ceme- 
tery in the churchyard at Petersburg. 
eee with great interest, and then 
said: 

What a splendid idea! We will have 
it done all over the country, and the 
Grand Army shall do it. I will issue the 
order at once for a National Memorial 
Day for the decoration of the graves of 
all those noble fellows who died for 
their country. 

“He immediately entered Into confer- 
ence with several of his Aides, with a 
view to selecting a date that should be 
kept from year to year. He realized 
that it must be at a time when the 
whole country was blooming with flowers, 
and May 30 was finally selected as the 
best season for the annual observance. 
It was not too late for the warmer 
States or too early for the cooler ones,”

The bushmen in the Kalahari desert 
often live scores of miles from places 
water comes to the surface, 
During a certain part of the year sharp 
storms pass over the Kalahari, cover- 
ing the apparently arid region with the 
brightest of verdure and filling for a 
few short days the water courses with 
roaring torrents. The bushmen know 
how to find water by digging tn the 
bottoms of these dried up river beds. 
They dig a hole three or four feet deep 
and thea Ge a sponge to the end of a 
reed, The sponge absorbs the 
moisture at the mottom of the bole, and 
the natives draw it into thelr mouths 
through thareed and then empty it into 
calabashes for future use, 

The animals that inhabit such wastes 
as the Kalahari are of 
tomed to living upon very 
infrequent supplies of water 
uana do lead the cattle to the 
drinking places oftener than once in 
two or three days, It is said that 
in the Kalahari frequently pass months 
without water.

The news of the death of Mr. Kenney 
who had been so prominent in business, 
politics nod society, came as a great 
shock to this community. He waa well 
known by nearly everybody, and en- 
joved the respect of all. He had served 
long and faithfully in publie affairs, and 
waa trusted by the people. 

William C, Kenney, son of Edward W., 
was born in Roxbury, June 29, 1881. He 
came to Woburn with his parents in 
1852. He attended the public schools 
and made aA course in the Warren 
Academy, after which he was appren- 
ticed to the currying trade. In 1879, with 
Mr. Murphy, be engaged in the manu- 
facture of leather, under the firm name 
of Kenney & Marphy. 

In 1885, Mr. enney was elected a 
member of the Board of Selectmen, 
a Ahab office until Woburn became a 
city. He was Chairman of the last Board 
of Seleetmen, and President of the first 
Board of Aldermen. 

Mr. Kenney was the leader of the 
young Democrats of Woburn, and was 
highly respeoted in business and politi- 
cal circles. 

In 1801 he was nominated for Mayor 
by the Democrats and Republicans but 
was defeated at the polls by a small 
plurality. Mr. Kenney was a Citizens’ 
candidate for Mayor later on. He was 
a member of the License Commissioners 
at the time of his death and was doing 
an extensive currying business at Wo- 
burn Highlands.

Commissioner Ware has received from 
a Veteran of the Civil War an applica- 
tion for a pension on account of dis- 
abilities incurred in the line of duty, 
but the applicant does not hesitate to 
tell the truth about the claims he bas 
on the Nation’s gratitude, and bis right 
to be placed on the pension roll. When 
requested by the Pension Bureau to 
specify the circumstances under which 
he incurred physical disabilities, he for- 
warded to Washington the following ex- 
planation: 

“The way L got my war ingery was a 
ketchn a hog. The Hog war a sow hog 
and ur captain wanted her for forege. 
We was chasin the sow, and she crawled 
threw a hoal in a rale fence. It war a 
big hoa}, and [ thot I war about the sis 
of the hog, and tried to craw! threw, 
but I stuk and trin’ to wigle out I throde 
the rales off and one hit me on my hed 
and nocked me senseless.

Ahe Wyman Family Reunion. 


The Wyman Family Association was 
Organized on Feb. 9, 1900, its object 
being to preserve the old house io Bur- 
lington, built by Francis Wyman in 1666, 
and occupied as a dwelling up to May 
1899, and to collect and preserve facts 
of history connected with the English 
yaternal ancestor of the family, whose 
haus was at West Mill, Herts county, 
in that kingdom, Francis and John, sons 
of Francis of England, came to this 
country as early as 1642, and settled in 
that part of Charlestown which subse- 
quently became the town of Woburn. 
they were leather makers, the pioneers 
of the business here, and their tannery 
was located at what is now Central 
Square. The old Burlington house, now 
in a good state of preservation after 237 
years of wear and tear, was built by 
Francis Wyman as a country residence, 
and not far from it stood the house 
built by his brother John, to which 
Jobn Hancock and Sam Adama fied for 
safety from Lexington on April 17, 1775, 
while the battle was going on there. 

The meeting last week was attended 
by about 40 of the descendants of 
Francis Wyman, hundreds of whom, 
scattered all over the United States, are 
members of the Association. 

An election was held at which B. F. 
Wyman of Lancaster was chosen Presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Charlotte W. Wyman of 
Woburn, Secretary. A luncheon, fur- 
nished by Crawford, the popular Wo- 
burp purveyor, was enjoyed, and there 
were speeches and singing. ‘The com- 
pany voted the meeting a success, 

The Editor of the JouRNAL is able to 
add a bit of history relating to a mem- 
ber of the Wyman family which will 
probably be new and interesting to 
many people of that name and blood. 

Rev. John W. Hanson, in his “History 
of Norridgewock and Canaan, compris- 
ing Norridgewock, Canaan, Starks, Skow- 
hegan and Bloomfield” says: ‘Seth 
Wyman, son of Seth, was First Lieuten- 
ant of his Company engaged in the 
famous Lovell’s tight with the Indians, 
near Lovell Pond in the Province ot 
Maine. He shot the first Indian in that 
eugagement. The following song was 
written about him soon after that 
sanguinary and disastrous battle :” 


Seth Wyman who in Woburn lived, 
A marksman he of courage true, 

Shot the first [Indian whom they saw; 
Sheer through his heurt the bullet flew. 


The savage had been secking game; 
Two guns aod eke a knife be bore; 
Aud two black ducks were in his band; 

He shrieked and fell to rise no more. 


Good heavens! they dance the powow dance, 
What berrid yells the forest fill! 

The grim bear crouches in bis den, 
The eagle secks the distant hill. 


“What means this dance, the powow dance?” 
Stern Wyman said: with wondrous art 

He crept full near, bis rifle aimed, 
And shot the Indian through the heart. 


Another song, composed a year after 
the Lovell fight, thus speaks of Wyman, 
says Hanson, After Lovell fell, and the 
whites retreated they 


“Wyman Captain made, 

Who shot the old Chief Paugus, 

Which did the foe defeat; 
Thea set his men in order 

And brought off ihe retreat; 
And braving many dangers 

And hardships on the way, 
They safe arrived at Dunstable 

The thirteenth day of May.” 


The General Court of Massachusetts 
presented Wyman with a silver-hilted 
sword aud a Captain's commission for 
his heroic conduct ip the Lovell Fight. 
For many years the credit for shooting 
Chief Paugus had been given to Cham- 
berlain, but the facts came out at last, 
and Lieut. Seth Wyman of Woburn was 
awarded the honor of having performed 
that brave deed. 

Afterwards Seth Wyman settled in 
that part of the old town of Canaan, 
Somerset county, Maine, pow and for 
many years past, the town of Skowhegan, 
where he became a citizen of the firat 
importance, and held many offices of 
trust and honor; and died there at the 
end of a long and useful life.
